history when the inflow of im m i g r a ­ 
tion will decrease of its own volition, 
because it will mean that, as a c oun­ 
try, we no longer st an d 
higher and 
present super ior a d v a n ta g e s to every 
other country. 
Our problem is to m a k e a hom ogen­ 
eous people out of a heterogeneous In­ 
flux. 
Loosely d ra w n statu tes, conflict­ 
ing court decisions and oth er discour­ 
aging obstacles all tend to m a k e the 
w eeding-out process difficult. 
A study of the im migra tio n record 
since 1820 show s t h a t the n u m b e r of 
allan arriv als is an infallible industrial 
barometer. 
The b anne r y e ar of im mi­ 
gration was 18S2, when 800,000 aliens 
cam e hither. 
Of these over SO per cent, 
were from the 
British Empire, G e r­ 
m a n y and the Sca ndin avian countries 
—Sweden, D e n m a r k an d N orw ay. Less 
than 20 per cent. were from Russia, 
A u stria-H unga ry, Italy and all oth er 
countries.

—to such an allen there Is no objection, 
and there need be little feat from the 
economical or social st andpoint.

come her as a speculation in labor or 
other purpose, without love

c ountr y or desire to remain here, tho 
tende nc y to fall Into crime, with the 
ability to flee the countr y ut once, h a v ­ 
ing no ties here, is sufficient to cause 
him to be regarded as an unlit and u n ­ 
desirable acquisition. 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS 


CAUSES OF CRIME. 


B y Dr. Carleton Simon. 


There can be no possible doubt th a t 
clim atic conditions, such as heat, h u ­ 
m idity a n d cold, have a direct effect 
upon h u m a n beings. 
Upon some the 
effect is, of course, different from th a t 
upon others. 
T his is shown by the in­ 
fluence of the full moon upon s o m n a m ­ 
bulists, upon the insane und upon w ild 
anim als. 
Physical health und mental changes 
a re 
largely reciprocal. 
As 
th ought s, 
such as sorrow, an ger or passion, p r o ­ 
duce distinct change s in the bodily se­ 
cretions, so do physical c hanges dis­ 
tinctly affect mental activity. 
A desire to commit suicide Is incipi­ 
ent and is suddenly brought to a crisis 
by hot 
w eath er or by a n y th i n g that 
lays the last s tra w upon the camel's 
back of depression. 
An e xam inati on of 
vital statistics shows th a t suicides ure 
upon the increase during hot and h u ­ 
mid days. 
But a short while ago t h i r ­ 
ty-nine suicides were reported In less 
than ten days, during one of the e x ­ 
cessively hot spells. 
It is the sa m e with those who m u r ­ 
der. 
The Incipient thought is there, 
und some terrestrial or climatic change 
brings the th o u g h t to a crisis, 
It is my 
Arm belief that m a ny lives could be 
saved 
yearly if proper att enti on 
was 
given to physical 
habits, proper diet 
and proper clothing in hot weather. 
W it h a broader study of this q u e s­ 
tion an d its demonstration th a t it is the 
effect of direct physical causes, many 
men and women would be better a b l e 
to control their morbid Impulses an d 
learn th a t life Is sweet even to the bed­ 
ridden invalid. 
Oppressive heat a t a n y time has its 
debilitating effect upon the blood pre s­ 
sure, bodily tem pe ra ture and the n e r­ 
vous system. 
This Is more exemplified 
when 
the heat increases daily 
and 


when there is no Interval of cool w r a th 
cr. 
Individuals who view life placidly 
In cool w eath er become irritable and 
fretful unde r long-sustained high und 
humid tem perature. 
Should this debil­ 
itating Influence affect the men tal a n d 
se pa ra te psychological states, as, for 
instance, aspiration, am biti on or co n­ 
tentment, the Individual too often fulls 
to resist the te m p ta tio n of ta k in g r a d i­ 
cal steps to remedy th e im a g in a r y evil. 
In s an ity may be caused by pressure 
of work, but when to this e x tra s tra in 
Is added excessive lieut a n increasing 
liability 
is 
assumed, 
insanity , when 
brought about by e x tr a 
radiation of 
heat, 
is indicative of a tend ency 
in 
this 
direction under norm al 
c ir c u m ­ 
stances. 
E ven in cool w e a th e r the individual 
runs a daily race a g a in st death, h a n d i­ 
capping himself with im proper food, In- 
sutticlent rest, an d self imposed work. 
W hen a dull, leaden, breezeless m o r n ­ 
ing a w a k e n s a sleeper from a fitful, Ir­ 
ritable 
sleep into a w ak in g 
Turkish 
ba th of sticky, clinging clothes, a m b i ­ 
tion falters and deters hope. 
With tho 
lack of energy th at a rest-des troying 
night produces and the incapacity th a t 
previous incorrect living affords, it is 
small wonder th at one of the trio of 
suicide, insanity or sunstroke should 
claim a victim. 
All 'crimes of emotion so prevalent 
during the past su m m e r could be m a ­ 
terially reduced by proper care. 
Every 
one 
should lie perm itted 
a 
vacation 
during the dog days of the summer. 
There should be plenty 
of 
rest, with 
close att en ti on to diet and a reduction 
to the m inim um of business rales. 
The philosophy of life is never help­ 
ed by tin* spade* th at covers the e a rt h 
over the suicide, 
for no 
nig h t is so 
d a rk as the day is to the blind.

THE QUESTION OF 


HEREDITARY GENIUS.

D uring th e 
p ast week, 
one of our 
gre at Ameri can orators, a la w y e r laid 
down the following startlin g proposi­ 
tion: 
“Children 
who 
are 
descended 
from illustrious ancestors are in va ria­ 
bly delicate a n d require th e 
best of 
care and no u rish m e n t.” 
F r o m the sta ndpoin t of the medical 
profession a gre a t deal m a y be said in 
favor of this la w y e r’s state m ent. 
It is a co mm on saying t h a t clever 
people seldom 
h av e clever 
children, 
just as it is often rem arked th a t the 
children of ministers generally grow up 
wild. 
There is a v e ry good foundat ion In 
fact for this belief, not so m u c h be­ 
ca use the laws of n a tu re so order It, 
b u t because of a series of c o-o rdin at­ 
ing causes. 
F o r instance, as Sir F ra n c is Galton 
has pointed out In his " H ere d ita ry 
Genius," clever m en are frequently led 
to apply themselves to stu d y because 
of physical w eakness in childhood. 
W hen a boy is so delicate t h a t he 
cannot Join in the games of the play ­ 
ground 
he 
n a tu rally takes 
to some 
p u r e l y intellectual occupation a n d p u r ­ 
sues it until talen t buds and blossoms 
Into genius. 
T h u s his physical w e a k ­ 
ness was the initial cause of his in­ 
tellectual st rength. 
The children of such a m a n would 
very probably be even more 
delicate 
th a n the fa th e r a n d would be fo rbid ­ 
den to indulge In an y sort of vigorous 
work or recreation, 
Again, it is often the case when a 
boy has a celebrated fathe r t h a t he 
b a n k s 
too 
m u c h 
upon 
his 
f a t h e r ’s 
n a m e an d reputation. 
He finds Its e a s­ 
ier to do so th a n to set to work 
to 
m a k e a n a m e for himself. His personal 


ambition 
is sated 
w ith 
his fa th e r’* 
achievements, and he allows himself to 
drift along the line of the least resist­ 
ance. 
This seems to be especially the 
case with children of em inent business 
men. 
They find It possible to enjoy 
themselves with very little trouble on 
their part, an d so ne ver a tt a in the 
ability which their fa thers had, and 
which conies only by intense applica­ 
tion to business duties. 
Another, and possibly th e most u n i­ 
versal reason w hy clever men do not 
have clever children, Is th a t a m a n 
m a y be a genius a nd yet know nothing 
w h a tev er ab out child 
cult ure or pre­ 
n a tal influences. 
* 
Any one m a y readily recall Instances 
of gre a t men such a s Webster, Peel, 
Marlborough, Gladstone a n d Bismarck, 
whose children were not re m a rka ble 
for a n y sort of ability. 
M a n y a g re a t m a n is so absorbed in 
his favorite study t h a t he is indifferent 
to all else. 
It is said of a certain noted 
inventor th a t he w as so intensely in ­ 
terested in the completion of a m a ­ 
chine th a t when his wedding da y cam e 
he completely forgot it. 
There have 
been men of genius who could not re­ 
m em b e r the na mes of their own chil­ 
dren. 
Naturally, in the case of such 
men, the light that shone brightly in 
the world of thinkers did not shine 
very luminously a t home. 
In Sir F ranc is G alton’s tables, of he­ 
redity it is very plainly shown th a t it 
is easier to transm it physical th a n in­ 
tellectual genius. F o r example, the fa ­ 
mous wrestlers an d athletes of G reat 
Britain 
handed down 
thei r 
prowess 
from fa th e r to son for three or four 
generations, while poets, philosophers 
an d scientists sp ran g fr om mediocrity 
and left mediocrity behind them.

A DAY IN THE LIFE OF THE HORSE SHOW MAID. 
THE RAPID DECLINE OF LATIN, 


TO OUR SHORES. 


By Edward F. M cSweeney, U. S. Immigration, Commissioner. 


Because the United States presents 
greater opportunities just 
now 
than 
any other country in the world to those 
who are ambitious of bettering their 
condition we are confronted with the 
problem of w hat to do with, and how 
to care for, the immense num ber of 
Glens who are coming to New York 
from all parts of the world. And it will 
be a dark day indeed in our nation's

history when the inflow of im m igra­ 
tion will decrease of its own volition, 
because it will mean that, as a coun­ 
try, we no longer stand 
higher and 
present superior advantages to every 
other country. 
Our problem Is to make a homogen­ 
eous people out of a heterogeneous In­ 
flux. Loosely drawn statutes, conflict­ 
ing court decisions and other discour­ 
aging obstacles ail tend lo m ake the 
tveeding-out process difficult. 
A study of the immigration record 
since 1820 show's that the number of 
alien arrivals is an infallible industrial 
barometer. 
The banner year of imm i­ 
gration was 3sH2, when 800,000 aliens 
oAme hither. Of these over 80 per cent. 
were from the 
British Empire, Ger- 
m any and the Scandinavian countries 
—Sweden, Denmark and Norway. Less 
than 20 per cent. were from Russia, 
Austria-Hungary, Italy and all other 
countries. 
The immigration of the year 1900 is 
exactly 
reversed. 
The 
countries 
of 
Northern Europe now .send about 25 
per cent., while Southern and Eastern 
Europe tend 75 out of every IOO new­ 
comers. 
From Italy, during the pres­ 
ent fiscal year, we will receive 100,000 
souls' of whom six-sevenths are from 
Southern Italy, urn! from A ustria-H un­ 
gary almost as m any more. 


In 1882 the centre of the area of 
European immigration w as Earls, Ber­ 
lin or Antwerp, it has now been moved 
to Vienna or Budapest. 
Ti)" scut ii* 
western part, of Russia and N ortheast­ 
ern 
A u stria-H ungary—or 
w hat 
was 
practically old Poland, is sending us a 
large proportion of tills immigration. 
From Southern A ustria we have tho 
Krainera, Groats, Slavonians and Dal­ 
m atians. Herzgovina, Montenegro and 
Servia tire also beginning to make their 
Influence felt. 
In fact tile whole terri­ 
tory of the Balkan States will prob­ 
ably join in the movement th at lias 
started Immediately north of them. 
From Russia during the past few 
years come m any 
Hermans who, al­ 
though their forefathers have lived in 
Russia for 125 years, still preserve tho 
Herman 
faith 
and 
traditions 
and 
strength, and now because of tho a g ­ 
gressive spirit of the church m ilitant in 
Russia they are seeking new fields in 
America. They settle for the most part 
in townships in 
Hie N orthwest and 
make good citizens. 
For the same reason the Finnish im ­ 
migration flus increased this year to 
almost treble its former num bers and 
may be expected to continue for Horne 
time. 
From the Orient tie* Syrians, 
whose representatives as peddlers of 
notions arc fam iliar to almost every 
housewife in the East; the Greeks, who 
are monopolizing the push-cart, flower 
and other lines of industry; 
Arm e­ 
nians, who Ii ave gone Into certain call­ 
ings, such as wire-making, shoe and 
cotton industries in M assachusetts—all 
are rapidly increasing In numbers. 
W e know th a t 
the 
allen German, 
Swedish and Irish Immigrants of the 
’tiOs and ’70s came to the United States J 
because Oley thought It was a better 
country than the land in which they 
lived. T hat they have improved them ­ 
selves and the land 
to which 
they 
came is obvious. 
Having accepted all 
tin1 burdens of citizenship in peace and 
war, they art* entitled to Uh rewards. 
There is, however, a fear that some 
of tin* immigration which is coming to 
the United sta tes now is not the result 
of iv spontaneous desire on the part of 
tin- alien but of the speculative enter­ 
prises of others who desire to truffle in 
tim labor of im m igrants and 
profit 
from I he price of their passage. 
Forc­ 
ed, speculative immigration cannot lie 
of any advantage to the country. 
I 
My belief is 
that any allen 
who 
comes to this country with tin* desire 
to enter our national life, to become a 
citizen and to remain here permanently 
—to such an all* n there is no objection, 
anil there need lie little fear from the 
economical or social standpoint. 
But 
to the im m igrant who Is induced to 
come her as a speculation In labor or 
other purpose, without love 
for 
the 
country or desire to remain here, the 
tendency to fall Into crime, with tho 
ability to flee the country at once, low ­ 
ing no tics here, is sufficient to cause 
him to la* regarded as un unfit and un­ 
desirable acquisition. 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS 


CAUSES OF CRIME. 


By Dr. Carleton Simon. 


There can Vie no possible doubt that 
clim atic conditions, such as heat, h u ­ 
midity and cold, have a direct effect 
upon hum an beings. 
Upon some tile 
effect Is, of course, different from that 
upon others. This is shown by the in­ 
fluence of the full moon upon som nam ­ 
bulists, upon the insane and upon wild 
animals. 
Physical health and mental changes 
are 
largely reciprocal. As 
thoughts, 
such as sorrow, anger or passion, pro­ 
duce distinct changes in the bodily se­ 
cretions, so do physical changes dis­ 
tinctly affect mental activity. 
A desire to commit suicide is incipi­ 
ent and is suddenly brought to a crisis 
by hot 
weather or by anything that 
lays the last straw upon the camel’s 
back of depression. An examination of 
vital statistics shows that suicides are 
upon the increase during hot and hu­ 
mid days. But a short while ago th ir­ 
ty-nine suicides were reported in less 
than ten days, during one of the ex­ 
cessively hot spells. 
It is thp same with those who m ur­ 
der. 
The Incipient thought Im there, 
and some terrestrial or climatic change 
brings the thought to a crisis. It is my 
firm belief that many lives could be 
saved yearly if proper attention 
was 
given to physical 
habits, proper diet 
and proper clothing in hot w eather. 
W ith a Prouder study of tins ques­ 
tion and its dem onstration th a t it is tile 
effect of direct physical causes, many 
men and women would be better ahu* 
to control their morbid impulses and 
learn that life is sweet even to the bed­ 
ridden invalid. 
Oppressive heat ut any time has its 
debilitating effect upon the blood pres­ 
sure, bodily tem perature and the ner­ 
vous system. This is more exemplified 
when 
the heat increases dally 
and 


when there is no interval of cool w rath 
cr. 
Individuals who view life placidly 
in cool weather become irritable and 
fretful under long-sustained high and 
humid temperature. Should lids debil­ 
itating influence affect tile mental and 
separate psychological states, us. for 
Instance, aspiration, ambition or con­ 
tentment, Hie individual too often falls 
to resist the tem ptation of taking rad i­ 
cal steps to remedy tile im aginary evil. 
Insanity m ay be caused by pressure 
of work, but when to tills extra strain 
is added excessive heat an increasing 
liability 
is 
assumed, 
insanity, when 
brought about by extra 
radiation of 
heat, 
is Indicative of a tendency 
in 
this 
direction under normal 
circum ­ 
stances. 
Even in cool w eather the individual 
runs a dally race against death, handi­ 
capping himself with improper food, In­ 
sufficient rest, and self-imposed work. 
When a dull, leaden, breezeless m orn­ 
ing aw akens a sleeper from a fitful, ir­ 
ritable 
sleep into a waking 
Turkish 
bath of sticky, clinging clothes, am bi­ 
tion falters and deters hops. W ith tho 
lack of energy that a rest-destroying 
night produces and the incapacity th a t 
previous incorrect living affords, it is 
small wonder that one of the trio of 
suicide, insanity or sunstroke should 
claim a victim. 
All crimes of emotion so prevalent 
during the past summ er could tie m a­ 
terially reduced by proper c a r e . 
Every 
one should be perm uted 
a 
vacation 
during the dog days of the summer. 
Theft* should be plenty 
of rest, with 
close attention to dii*t and a reduction 
to the minimum of business cares. 
The philosophy of life is never help­ 
ed by the spade that covers the earth 
over the suicide, 
i<>r no 
night is so 
dark as the day is to tin- blind.

THE QUESTION OF 


HEREDITARY GENIUS. 


By Franklin Sylvester, M. D. 


During the 
past week, 
one of our 
great American orators, a lawyer laid 
down the following startling proposi­ 
tion; 
“Children 
who 
are 
descended 
from illustrious ancestors are invaria­ 
bly delicate and require the 
best of 
care and nourishm ent.’’ 
F rom the standpoint of th e medical 
profession a great dual m ay be said in 
favor of this lawyer’s statement. 
It is a common saying that clever 
people seldom have clever children, 
just as it is often rem arked that the 
children of ministers generally grow up 
wild. 
There Is a very good foundation in 
fact for this belief, not so much be­ 
cause the laws of nature so order it, 
but because of a series of co-ordinat­ 
ing causes. 
For instance, as Sir Francis Galton 
has pointed out in his “Hereditary 
Genius,” clever men are frequently led 
to apply themselves to study because 
of physical weakness in childhood. 
When a boy is so delicate that he 
cannot join In the games of the play­ 
ground he naturally takes to some 
purely Intellectual occupation and pur­ 
sues it until talent buds and blossoms 
into genius. 
Thus his physical w eak­ 
ness was the initial cause of his in­ 
tellectual strength. 
The children of such a man would 
very probably be even more delicate 
than the father and would be forbid­ 
den to indulge in any sort of vigorous 
work or recreation. 
Again, it is often the case when a 
boy has a celebrated father th a t he 
banks 
too much 
upon 
his 
father's 
nam e and reputation. He finds its eas­ 
ier to do so than to set to work to 
make a nam e fur himself. His personal 


I ambition is sated with 
his father's 
achievements, and he allows himself to 
! drift along the line of the least resist- 
; ante. 
This seems to be especially the 
case with children of eminent business 
men. 
They find it possible to enjoy 
themselves with very little trouble on 
their part, and so never attain the 
ability which their fathers had, and 
which comes only by Intense applica­ 
tion to business duties. 
Another, and possibly the most uni­ 
versal reason why clever men do not 
have clever children, Is that a m an 
may be a genius and yet know nothing 
w hatever about child 
culture or pre­ 
natal influences. 
Any one m ay readily recall instances 
of great men such as Webster, Peel, 
Marlborough, Gladstone and Bismarck, 
whose children were not rem arkable 
for any sort of ability. 
Many a great m an is so absorbed in 
his favorite study th a t he is indifferent 
to all else. It is said of a certain noted 
inventor that he was so intensely in­ 
terested in the completion of a m a­ 
chine that when his wedding day came 
he completely forgot it. 
There have 
been men of genius who could not re­ 
member the names of their own chil­ 
dren. 
Naturally, in the case of such 
men, the light that shone brightly in 
the world of thinkers did not shine 
very luminously at home, 
In Sir Francis G alton’s tables of he­ 
redity it is very- plainly shown that it 
is easier to transm it physical than in­ 
tellectual genius. For example, the fa­ 
mous wrestlers and athletes of G reat 
Britain 
handed down their prowess 
from father to son for three or four 
generations, while poets, philosophers 
and scientists sprang from mediocrity 
and left mediocrity behind them.

Patrick Henry hated books. He was 
tall, lithe, sinewy and fleet. 
Shakespeare worked In his father’s 
butcher shop. 
He was a vigorous man 
with Well-developed neck and should­ 
ers. 
Alexander Hamilton was well made, 
of active build, but small. His friends 
used to call him the “little lion,’’ for 
h it tuperb dash and courage. 
ltob*rt B urnt was a strong man, 
with a firm grip gained at the plough 
and flail.

Congreet rode on horseback eight hun­ 
ched miles, from Tennessee to W ash­ 
ington. 
Ile stood six feet and one inch, 
was slender but erect. 
He was grace­

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WHY ALIENS COME 


TO OUR SHORES. 


By Edw ard P. McSweeney, U. S. Iramigratlon Commissioner. 


A DAY IN THE LIFE OF THE HORSE SHOW MAID. 
THE RAPID DECLINE OF LATIN. 


Because the United States presents 
treater opportunities Just 
now 
than 
pmy other country in the world to those 
aho are ambitious of bettering: their 
condition we are confronted with tho 
problem of what to do with, and how 
to care for, the immense num ber of 
Glens who are coming to New York 
from all parts of the world. And it will 
be a dark day Indeed in our nation's

history when the Inflow of im m igra­ 
tion will decrease of its own volition, 
because it will mean that, as a coun­ 
try, we no longer stand 
higher and 
present superior advantages to every 
other country. 
Our problem is to make a homogen­ 
eous people out of a heterogeneous in­ 
flux. Loosely drawn statutes, conflict­ 
ing court decisions and other discour­ 
aging obstacles all tend to make the 
weeding-out process difficult. 
A study of the immigration record 
Since 1820 shows that tin* num ber of 
alien arrivals is an infallible industrial 
barometer. 
The banner year of immi­ 
gration was 1882, when 800,000 aliens 
came hither. Of these over MO per cent. 
were from the 
British Empire. Ger- 
many and the Scandinavian countries 
—Sweden, Denm ark and Norway. Less 
than 20 per cent. were from Russia, 
Austriu-llungary, Italy and all other 
countries. 
The immigration of tile y ear 1000 is 
exactly 
reversed. 
The 
countries 
of 
Northern Europe now send about 23 
per cent., while Southern and Eastern 
Europe send 75 out of every IOO new­ 
comers. 
From Italy, during the pres­ 
ent fiscal year, we will receive 100,000 
souls, of whom six-sevenths are from 
Southern Italy, and from A ustria-H un­ 
gary alm ost as m any more. 


In 1882 the centre of the area of 
European immigration Was Paris, Ber­ 
lin or Antwerp. It has now been moved 
to Vienna or Budapest. 
The south­ 
western p art of Russia and N ortheast­ 
ern 
A ustria-H ungary—or 
w hat 
was 
practically old Poland, is sending us a 
large proportion of this immigration. 
From Southern Austria, we have the 
Krainers, Croats, Slavonians and Dal­ 
m atians. Herzgovina, Montenegro and 
Servia are also beginning to make their 
Influence felt. 
In fact the whole terri­ 
tory of the Balkan States will prob­ 
ably join in the movement that haji 
started immediately north of them. 
From Russia during 
tile past 
few 
years come m any 
(it rrnans who, al­ 
though their forefathers have lived in 
Russia for 123 years, still preserve tho 
herm an 
faith 
and 
traditions 
and 
strength, and now because of the a g ­ 
gressive spirit of the church m ilitant in 
Russia they are seeking new fields in 
America. They settle for the most part 
in townships in 
the N orthwest and 
make good citizens. 
For the same reason the Finnish im ­ 
migration has increased this year to 
almost treble its former num bers and 
may be expected to continue for some 
time. 
From tile Orient the Syrians, 
whose representatives as peddlers of 
notions are familiar to almost every 
housewife in Hie E ast; the Breeks, who 
are monopolizing the push-cart, flower 
and other lines of 
industry; 
A rm e­ 
nians, who have* gone into certain call­ 
ings. such as wire-making, shoe ami 
cotton industries in M assachusetts—all 
are rapidly increasing in numbers. 
We know th a t 
the 
allen Herman, 
Swedish and irish im m igrants of the 
’60s and ’70s came to tin* United state s I 
because they thought it was a better 
country than the land in which they 
lived. T h at they have improved them ­ 
selves and the land 
to 
which 
they 
came is obvious. 
H aving accepted all 
tile burdens of citizenship in peace aud 
war, they are entitled to its rewards. 
There is, however, a rear th a t some 
of Hie immigration which is corning to 
the United States now is not the result 
of a spontaneous desire on tile part of 
the alien but of the speculative enter- ' 
prises of others who desire to traffic iii 
the labor of Im migrants and profit 
from the price of their passage. 
Forc­ 
ed, speculative immigration cannot be 
of any advantage to tin* country. 
My belief is that any alien 
who 
comes to this country with the desire 
to enter our national life, to become a 
citizen and to remain here permanently 
—to such an allen there is no objection, 
and there need be little fear from tho 
economical or social standpoint. 
Rut 
to tile im m igrant who is induced to 
come her as a speculation in labor or 
other purpose, without love 
for 
tho 
country or desire to remain here, tho 
tendency to fall into crime, with tho 
ability to flee the country at once, hav ­ 
ing no ties here, is sufficient to cause 
him to be regarded as un unfit und un­ 
desirable acquisition. 


CLIMATIC CONDITIONS 


CAUSES OF CRIME. 


By Dr. Carleton Simon. 


There can he no possible doubt that 
climatic conditions, such as heat, h u ­ 
midity and cold, have a direct effect 
upon hum an beings. 
Upon some the 
effect 1b, of course, different from that 
upon others. This is shown by the in­ 
fluence of the full moon upon som nam ­ 
bulists, upon the insane und upon wild 
animals. 
Physical health and mental changes 
are 
largely reciprocal. As 
thoughts, 
such as sorrow, unger or passion, pro­ 
duce distinct changes in the bodily se­ 
cretions, so do physical changes dis­ 
tinctly affect mental activity. 
A desire to commit suicide is incipi­ 
ent and is suddenly brought to a crisis 
by hot 
weather or by anything that 
lays the last straw upon the cam el’s 
back of depression. An examination of 
vital statistics shows that suicides are 
upon the increase during hot and h u ­ 
mid days. 
But a short while ago thir­ 
ty-nine suicides were reported in less 
than ten days. during one of the ex­ 
cessively hot spells. 
It is the same with those who m u r­ 
der. 
The incipient thought Is there, 
and some terrestrial or climatic change 
brings the thought to a crisis. 
It is my 
Arm belief that many lives could be 
saved yearly if proper attention 
was 
given to physical 
habits, proper diet 
and proper clothing in hot weather. 
With a broader study of this ques­ 
tion und its demonstration that it is the 
effect of direct physical causes, many 
men and women would be better able 
to control their morbid impulses and 
learn that life is sweet even to the bed­ 
ridden Invalid. 
Oppressive heat at any time has its 
debilitating effect upon the blood pres­ 
sure, bodily tem perature and the ner­ 
vous system. Tills is more exemplified 
when 
the heat !r*u «.«**;< s daily 
and 


when there Is no interval of cool weath 
er. Individuals who view life placid^ 
in cool w eather become irritable and 
fretful under long-sustained high and 
humid tem perature. Should this debil­ 
itating influence affect tile mental and 
separate psychological states, us, for 
instance, aspiration, am bition or con­ 
tentment, the individual too often fails 
to resist the tem ptation of taking radi­ 
cal stella to remedy the im aginary evil. 
Insanity m ay be caused by pressure 
of work, but when to this extra strain 
is added excessive lieut an increasing 
liability 
is 
assumed. 
Insanity, when 
brought about by extra 
radiation of 
heat, 
Is indicative of a tendency 
la 
this- direction under normal 
circum ­ 
stances. 
Even in cool w eather the individual 
runs a dally race against death, handi­ 
capping himself with improper food, in­ 
sufficient rest, and self-imposed work. 
When a dull, leaden, breezeless m orn­ 
ing aw akens a sleeper from a fitful, ir­ 
ritable 
sleep into a waking 
Turkish 
bath of sticky, dinging clothes, am bi­ 
tion falters and deters hope. 
With tho 
lack of energy that a rest-destroying 
night produces and the incapacity th at 
previous incorrect living affords, it is 
small wonder that one of the trio of 
suicide, insanity or sunstroke should 
claim a victim. 
All crimes of emotion so prevalent 
during the past summer could be m a­ 
terially reduced by proper care. Every 
one should be permitted 
a 
vacation 
during' the dog days of the summer. 
There should be plenty 
of 
rest, with 
close attention to diet and a reduction 
to the minimum of business cares. 
The philosophy of life is never help­ 
ed tty the spade that covers the earth 
over tile suicide, 
for no 
night is so 
dark as the day is to tile blind.

Abd what is the case? But ten years 
ive elapsed since Howells spoke, yet 
er since we have been undergoing a 
tout* of heroes and heroines whoso 


doughty deeds and exalted sentiment* 
as men of arm s and lovers have no real 
counterparts in this prosaic world. And 
in their wake has followed the rom an­ 
tic historical novel, the novel of ad­ 
mirably successful adventure on flood 
und field performed by pseudo ances­ 
tors of ours, w hose flesh 
and 
blood 
when confronted by Basil March and 
his wife suggest the comparison of H y­ 
perion to a Satyr. “The Gentleman of 
France,” 
‘‘The 
Prisoner of 
Zcnda,” 
“Richard Carvel,” “Janice Meredith," 
“To Have and to Hold,’* with their edi­ 
tions am ounting to the 
hundreds of 
thousands, uttest that the world is still 
foolish enough to laugh with and (o 
cry over sheer puppets of tile imagin- v 
at ion. 
For the moment 
the 
pendulum of 
literary hero-worship Is far to the pole

romance, and

THE QUESTION OF 


HEREDITARY GENIUS, 


By Franklin Sylvester, M. D. 


During the 
past week, 
one of our 
great American orators, a lawyer laid 
down the following startling proposi­ 
tion: 
‘‘Children 
who 
are 
descended 
from illustrious ancestors are invaria­ 
bly delicate and require the 
best of 
care and nourishm ent.” 
From the standpoint of the medical 
profession a great deal m ay be said in 
favor of this law yer’s statement. 
It is a common saying th a t clever 
people seldom have clever children, 
Just as it is often rem arked th at the 
children of ministers generally grow up 
wild. 
There is a very good foundation in 
fact for this belief, not so m uch be­ 
cause the laws of nature so order it, 
but because of a series of co-ordinat­ 
ing causes. 
F or Instance, as Sir Francis Galton 
has pointed out in his “H ereditary 
Genius,” clever men are frequently led 
to apply themselves to study because 
of physical weakness in childhood. 
When a boy is so delicate th a t he 
cannot join in the games of the play­ 
ground he naturally takes to some 
purely intellectual occupation and pu r­ 
sues it until talent buds and blossoms 
into genius. 
Thus his physical w eak­ 
ness was the initial cause of his in­ 
tellectual strength. 
The children of such a m an would 
very probably be even more .delicate 
than the father and wrould be forbid­ 
den to indulge in any sort of vigorous 
work or recreation. 
Again, it is often the case when a 
boy has a celebrated father th a t he 
banks 
too much 
upon 
his 
fath er’s 
nam e and reputation. He finds its eas­ 
ier to do so than to set to work to 
make a nam e for himself. His personal 


ambition is sated with his fath er’s 
achievements, and he allows himself to 
drift along the line of the least resist­ 
ance, 
This seems to be especially the 
case with children of eminent business 
men. 
They find it possible to enjoy 
themselves with very little trouble on 
their part, and so never attain tile 
ability which their fathers had, and 
which comes only by intense applica­ 
tion to business duties. 
Another, and possibly the most uni­ 
versal reason w hy clever men do not 
have clever children, is th a t a m an 
m ay be a genius and yet know nothing 
w hatever about child 
culture or pre­ 
natal influences. 
Any one m ay readily recall instances 
of great men such as Webster, Peel, 
Marlborough, Gladstone and Bismarck, 
whose children w’ere not rem arkable 
for any sort of ability. 
Many a great m an is so absorbed in 
his favorite study th a t he is Indifferent 
to all else. It is said of a certain noted 
inventor th at he was so intensely in­ 
terested in the completion of a m a ­ 
chine that when his wedding day came 
he completely forgot it. 
There have 
been men of genius who could not re­ 
member the names of their own chil­ 
dren. 
Naturally, in the case of such 
men, the light th at shone brightly in 
the world of thinkers did not shine 
very luminously at home. 
In Sir Francis Galton’s tables of he­ 
redity it is very plainly show-n th a t it 
is easier to transm it physical than in­ 
tellectual genius. For example, the fa ­ 
mous wrestlers and athletes of Great 
Britain 
handed down their prowess 
from father to son for three or four 
generations, while poets, philosophers 
and scientists sprang from mediocrity 
and left mediocrity behind them.

Cromwell was a football player, fond 
of boisterous spurts. 
He w'as nearly 
six feet; had a strong, compact body. 
Milton was nicknamed ut college “the 
Lady,” on account of his slight make, 
but In* was a good fencer. 
Benjamin Franklin was of medium 
height; 
sturdy, 
deep-chested, strong- 
legged, thicknecked; a stalw art man 
with great physical reserve. 
He was 
fond of wrestling and walking and was 
one of the best swimmers of his day. 
Samuel Johnson was tall and m as­ 
sive, but unwieldy, lie was fond of 
boxing and hunting, possessed rem ark ­ 
able courage and was a great swim­ 
mer. 
Patrick H enry hated books, 
lie was 
tall, lithe, sinewy and fleet. 
Shakespeare worked in his father’s 
butcher shop. 
He was a vigorous man 
with well-developed neck and should­ 
ers. 
Alexander Hamilton was well made, 
of active build, but small. His friends 
used to call him the “little lion,” for 
his superb dash and courage. 
Robert B urns was a strong man, 
with a firm grip gained at the plough 
and flail. 
Andrew 
Jackson 
when 
elected 
to 
Congress rode on horseback eight h un­ 
dred miles, from Tennessee to W ash­ 
ington. 
He stood six feet and one inch, 
was slender but erect, 
lie was grace­ 
ful 
und 
dignified, 
und 
un exquisite 
horseman. 
He wus passionately fond 
of wrestling. 
Napoleon was capable of sitting a 
horse sixteen hours at a stretch, of go­ 
ing for days without rest or food (ex­ 


cept in snatches). 
Scott, in spite of his lameness, loved 
to climb trees and to fight. There never 
was a street fight th a t Scott as a boy 
was not in, if he could get there. 
He 
often walked thirty miles a day. 
Goethe was so handsome th at when 
he entered a crowded inn people for­ 
got their food to stare a t him. He was 
an expert fencer at fifteen. 
H enry Clay was six feet one Inch 
high, erect and commanding. 
Daniel Webster was described by 
Sidney Smith as a "steam engine in 
breeches.”

Dickens had a wiry frame, implying 
enormous energy.

The nurse was not deeply burned but 
nearly every portion of the body was 
seared and death came Saturday 
after­ 
noon. 
Miss Miller made her home in E xeter 
with an aunt. 
She was an orphan.

had been connected with the hospital for 
some three months and was highly re­ 
spected and a favorite among tile hospital 
vorps.
